Prearranged and timed to hilch up most effectively with the President’s
appial, New Mexico democratic campaigners on Tuesday published an adver-
tisement. [t was trimmed like a Liberty Loan advertisement. Tt contained
the American flag. and a uniformed soldier and sailor. It was a carefully worded
telegram signed "Woodrow Wilson,” in fact replying to a carefully prepared
telegram from W. P. Metcalf, Socialist candidate for U. S. senator. In effect
it was a direct attack upon the loyalty of Albert B. Fall, Republican candidate
for the Senate. This telegram was as foliows:

"Your question whether | would be willing to depend upon
Senator Fall's support in setthing our foreign relationms is easily an-
swered. | would not. He has given such repeated evidence of his
hostility to this administration that | would be ignonng his whole
course of action if 1 did Not one who wishes to sustain me can in-
tellizently vote for him. IF that is the issue the voters of New Mexico
wish to vole upon it is casily determined.

“"WOODROW WILSON."

With the American flag, the soldier and sailor as embellishments for this
telegram, dated at the White House, sent as Government business, according
to the marks on the telegram, and lacking only the word “President” on the
signature to make it an official document, appeared the following:

“Straight from the White House, where our great President is
directing ths destines of cur soldiers and sailors, on land and sea—
Like a bolt of lighining from s cloudless New Mexico sky—this tele-
gram came yesterday to the volers of this state—Characteristic of
Woodrow Wikson—frank, fearless, A BLOW FROM THE SHOULDER.
Men of New Mexico think deeply and well. In this great crisis, snk
personal preference, nbendom deeply rooted political prejudices,
Awaken to the needs of the pation. Respofid to the call of a great
leader. SEND W. B. WALTON TO THE UNITED STATES SENATE
AND CRANVILLE A, RICHARDSON TO CONGRESS. DO WHAT
THE PRESIDENT ASKS YOU TO DO."

This “blow from the shoulder™ was delivered, mark you, at & man sunk
deep in sorrow over the ceath of his children: yet fighting the grim fight with
an epidemic holding in its grip other members of his family, [t was a blow
im the back

But it wes worse than that because it assailed, by studied inference. the
loyalty of a man who has become recognized pationally as one of the great
forces in congress who urged war with Germany in the name of homarity, and
who speeded up war preparations when “waichful waiting” stll stayed the
hend of this great leader’ of partisan politics, who deals fesriess blows from the
shoulder ike a bolt of lightning from a doudless New Mexico sky, by means
of & political advertisement, trimmed to represent one of the suthorized patriotic
advertisements of the government, and thus to trick the thoughtiess.
